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FOREWORD

The  report  covering  industrial  operations  in  Pennsylvania  in  192'J 
was  compiled  during  tlie  term  of  my  predecessor  in  office,  but  because 
of  delayed  publication  is  now  issued  in  combination  with  the  report 
for  1930.  Part  of  the  information  in  these  two  reports  has  already 
been  made  available  to  the  public  in  condensed  form  through  advance 
newspaper  releases  and  through  special  tabulations  furnished  to  cham- 
bers of  commerce  and  other  interested  persons.  At  the  same  time,  a 
great  deal  of  interest  continues  to  be  manifested  in  the  full  printed 
reports,  and  numerous  letters  on  file  indicate  how  valuable  this  series 
of  reports  is  regarded  as  a  permanent,  unbroken  record  of  the  activity 
and  progress  of  Pennsylvania  industry  from  year  to  year. 

A  new  feature  in  this  volume  is  the  addition  of  a  group  of  cities 
and  boroughs  for  which  separate  industrial  figures  have  never  here- 
tofore been  published.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  decision  f-o 
compile  total  industrial  figures  for  some  of  the  leading  boroughs  in 
the  State,  even  though  the  number  of  industrial  establishments  in  each 
may  not  be  large  enough  to  justify  showing  the  different  lines  of  in- 
dustry separately.  As  a  general  rule,  where  the  total  number  of  in- 
dustrial establishments  in  a  municipalitj'  is  less  than  40,  details  by 
industries  are  not  shown  but  only  the  totals  for  all  industries  in  tlie 
municipality.  In  a  few  instances  where  a  municipality  has  one  or  two 
very  large  plants  which  give  a  high  total  for  value  of  production,  de- 
tails by  industries  are  omitted  in  order  to  avoid  disclosing  confidential 
information.  The  same  general  rule  that  has  been  in  effect  for  some 
years  past  has  been  followed  of  publishing  separate  statistics  only  for 
those  lines  of  industry  showing  three  or  more  establishments  of  a  kind. 
Wherever  such  detailed  statistics  have  had  to  be  omitted,  however,  the 
county  or  municipality  has  received  full  credit  for  all  establishments 
in  the  total  figures. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  municipal  data  in  this  report 
cover  only  the  area  within  the  incorporated  limits  of  the  city  or 
borough.  In  some  cases  this  may  appear  not  to  give  full  credit  to  a 
city  having  an  outlying  industrial  area  outside  the  city  limits,  but  it 
has  been  necessary  to  follow  an  arbitrary  rule  and  to  define  the  area 
in  a  definite  manner  which  would  not  be  open  to  the  criticism  that  too 
large  an  area  had  been  included  for  one  city  and  too  small  an  area  for 
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another.  Following  this  rule,  it  is  apparent  that  coal  mines,  which  are 
generally  located  outside  of  city  limits,  can  be  tabulated  only  under 
the  respective  counties  and  not  in  any  city.  Allowance  should  there- 
fore be  made  in  comparing  industrial  statistics  of  a  city  in  the  coal 
regions  with  a  manufacturing  city  elsewhere  in  the  State,  since  such 
cities  are  generally  more  important  as  industrial  centers  than  the 
manufacturing  statistics  alone  can  indicate.  The  industrial  statistics 
presented  for  counties,  on  the  other  hand,  include  both  manufacturing 
and  mining  and  cover  all  such  enterprises  located  within  the  boundaries 
of  each  county. 

A  comparison  of  the  industrial  output  in  each  of  the  67  counties  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1929,  as  presented  in  detail  in  this  report,  discloses 
that  only  two  counties  were  below  the  million  dollar  mark  in  value  of 
production,  while  20  counties  had  an  industrial  output  in  excess  of 
$125,000,000  each.  These  leading  industrial  counties  in  their  order 
of  importance  according  to  value  of  products  are :  Philadelphia,  Alle- 
gheny, Beaver,  Luzerne,  Delaware,  Westmoreland,  Berks,  Montgomery, 
Northampton,  Lehigh,  Washington,  Lackawanna,  Lancaster,  York, 
Erie,  Mercer,  Lawrence,  Dauphin,  Cambria  and  Schuylkill.  Seventeen 
other  counties  each  produced  manufactured  and  mined  products  hav- 
ing a  value  of  over  $25,000,000.  For  the  State  as  a  whole,  production 
in  1929  reached  the  record  total  of  $8,002,679,100,  the  number  of  em- 
ployes in  industry  was  1,440,225  and  their  wages  and  salaries  amounted 
to  $2,144,397,300.  These  and  many  other  important  facts  might  be 
analyzed  at  length,  but  the  detailed  figures  on  the  following  pages  suj)- 
ply  the  basic  data  so  that  any  person  interested  can  with  little  effort 
obtain  the  essential  facts  concerning  the  industries  both  of  the  State 
and  of  his  own  county  or  community.

Steam  Railroads 

The  story  of  our  utilities  companies,  though  many  times  repeated, 
bears  an  important  message  each  year  showing  the  immense  amount 
of  business  transacted  and  at  the  same  time  creating  added  wonder 
and  interest  in  the  many  achievements  of  the  public  utilities  within 
the  Commonwealth. 

One  of  the  outstanding  improvements  begun  during  the  past  year 
is  the  railroad  electrification  program.  It  is  estimated  that  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  is  spending  approximately  $100,000,000  for  electri- 
fication of  its  road  between  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Washington, 
which  will  require  150  electric  locomotives  at  an  additional  cost  of 
$16,000,000.  Under  this  new  electrification  plan  the  running  time 
between  New  York  and  Washington  will  be  reduced  from  five  to 
four  hours  and  between  Philadelphia  and  New  York  from  two  to  one 
and  a  half  hours.  These  new  electric  engines  are  designed  to  de- 
velop a  maximum  speed  of  at  least  ninety  miles  an  hour,  with  a  pros- 
pect of  exceeding  one  hundred  miles. 

With  the  increase  of  speed  comes  the  announcement  of  a  new  safety 
device  known  as  auto  cab  signals,  miniature  signal  lights  in  the  engine 
cab  which  automatically  duplicate  the  signals  on  the  road  ahead.  An 
expenditure  of  more  than  $16,000,000  has  been  made  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  for  the  installation  of  and  improvements  to  its  auto- 
matic signal  sj^stem  from  the  Atlantic  seaboard  to  the  Mississippi 
River.  Improvements  of  block  signals  which  have  been  in  operation 
on  all  the  railroad  lines  for  many  years,  the  installation  of  cab  signals 
on  the  lines  between  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  AVasliington  and 
other  new  safety  devices  Avill  be  completed  before  this  report  is 
published. 

A  fair  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  this  great  railroad  system  may  be 
had  by  considering  the  fact  that  they  operate  6,100  locomotives  which 
consume  approximately  15,000,000  tons  of  coal  annually  in  the  opera- 
tion of  271,000  freight  cars  over  28,000  miles  of  track.  This  one  rail- 
road uses  more  than  200,000  tons  of  steel  rails  and  over  3.000.000 
cross  ties  annually  in  renewals.  To  the  army  of  employes  is  paid  about 
one  million  dollars  each  day  in  wages  and  more  than  $-14,000,000  is 
paid  each  year  for  taxes. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  record  the  extensive  electrification  program 
of  the  Reading  Railroad  Company.  The  system  to  be  completed  and 
in  operation  by  July,  1931,  includes  the  lines  from  Reading  Terminal 
to  Wayne  Junction,  Jenkintown,  Langhorne,  West  Trenton  and  from 
Jenkintown  to  Glenside  and  Hatboro,  as  well  as  the  route  from  Lans- 
dale  to  Doylestown.  The  Reading's  original  program  of  suburban 
electrification  included  approximately  50  miles  of  route  and  120  miles 
of  single  track,  but  the  management  have  now  decided  to  make  two 
im]iortant  additions  to  the  $20,000,000  program  —  from  Langhorne 
to  West  Trenton  and  from  ,Lansdale  to  Doylestown.    These  additions

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will  bring  the  total  to  69  miles  of  route  and  161  miles  of  single  track, 
at  an  additional  cost  of  approximately  $1,500,000.  It  is  expected  that 
a  second  step  will  be  undertaken  in  electrification  upon  completion 
of  the  first  program.  The  electrified  lines  will  be  extended  from  West 
Trenton  to  Bound  Brook,  and  ultimately  to  New  York,  and  from 
Lansdale  to  Bethlehem.  Electrification  of  the  Schuylkill  Valley  lines 
probably  will  also  be  undertaken.  It  is  estimated  that  this  contem- 
plated construction  will  cost  an  additional  $32,000,000. 

The  question  of  what  will  become  of  the  railroads  is  often  discussed. 
Over  the  highways  of  the  United  States  pa.sses  a  mighty  procession 
of  busses,  trucks,  and  passenger  automobiles — 22,000,000  of  them — 
carrying  persons  and  freight.  It  looks  as  if  this  mighty  parade  of 
motor  vehicles  would  cut  considerably  into  railroad  revenue.  But 
don't  weep  for  the  railroads  yet,  as  reports  of  their  slow  death  have 
been  greatly  exaggerated !  Returns  from  the  railroad  companies  re- 
porting to  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs  show  the  following  re- 
sults for  1929,  the  significant  point  being  that  the  figures  for  net 
operating  revenue  represent  an  increase  of  1.75  per  cent  over  1928 :  ' 


These  returns  cover  222  companies  operating  12,656  miles  of  line 
within  the  State,  as  compared  with  12,891  miles  for  229  companies 
in  1928,  a  falling  ofi:  of  seven  companies  and  but  235  miles  of  line 
operated.  The  motive  power  used  by  the  222  companies  operating  in 
Pennsylvania  at  the  close  of  1929  consists  of  18,561  locomotives,  and 
their  rolling  stock  includes  17,671  passenger  cars  and  817,065  freight 
ears,  beside  many  other  cars  of  various  classes  equipped  for  special 
use.  In  addition  to  their  rolling  stock,  these  companies  operate  252 
steamboats  and  tugboats,  1,559  barges,  carfloats  and  canal  boats,  and 
other  marine  equipment  making  a  total  of  2,000  vessels  of  all  kinds 
in  the  "Railroad  Navy."  These  roads  gave  employment  to  526,052 
persons,  who  were  paid  $891,127,153  in  Avages  and  salaries  during 
the  year.  The  amount  invested  in  road  and  equipment  was  $5,181,- 
076,  658,  and  total  assets  amounted  to  $8,046,638,759,  as  compared 
with  $7,702,958,997  in  1928,  an  increase  of  approximately  4.5  per  cent. 

Some  idea  of  the  enormous  cost  of  this  huge  equipment  may  be 
conveyed  by  citing  the  cost  of  individual  pieces  of  railroad  equipment. 
Locomotives  cost  from  $78,992  to  $106,506 ;  switching  engines,  $48,026 ; 
passenger  coaches  from  $28,860  to  $29,430;  baggage  cars,  $18,873; 
dining  cars,  $42,600;  dining  observation  cars,  $50,199;  baggage  and 
mail  cars,  $20,000  to  $26,047;  chair  cars,  $29,852;  express  cars,  $19,- 
670;  box  cars,  $1,380  to  $2,481;  cabooses,  $2,380  to  $3,040;  various 
types  of  freight  cars,  $2,031  to  $3,053 ;  all-steel  passenger  coaches, 
$25.000 ;  wooden  passenger  cars,  $8,000 ;  while  the  cost  of  wooden 
ties  runs  from  $1.54  to  $2.00  each. 

Early  in  1930  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  completed  what  is  claimed 
by  officials  of  the  company  to  be  the  longest  stretch  of  heavy  rails  in 
the  world.  This  was  celebrated  by  the  time-honored  railroad  custom 
of  driving  a  golden  spike  to  mark  the  completion  of  the  railroad's 
new  908  miles  of  double  track  equipped  with  130-pound  rails.  This

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new  section  linked  New  York  and  Chicago  with  an  entire  double  track 
made  up  of  the  latest  type  steel  rail  weighing  130  pounds  to  the  yard. 
Former  rails  weighed  about  100  pounds,  and  not  many  years  ago 
rails  weighing  but  70  pounds  were  considered  heavy.  In  improving 
the  line  between  the  Nation's  two  largest  cities,  the  company  recon- 
structed 2,852  miles  of  track  including  a  large  portion  of  third  and 
fourth  tracks  at  a  cost  of  $38,000,000. 

Most  prominent  among  the  group  of  seven  railroad  companies  which 
have  either  merged,  consolidated  or  been  abandoned  is  the  Honesdale 
Branch  of  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Railroad,  one  of  the  oldest  rail- 
roads in  Pennsylvania,  and  the  first  in  America,  according  to  good 
authority,  on  which  steam  locomotives  were  used  other  than  for  mere 
experiment.  The  line  known  as  the  Honesdale  Branch,  extending  from 
Racket  Brook,  Lackawanna  County,  to  Honesdale  Junction,  Wayne 
County,  a  distance  of  23.5  miles,  was  built  in  1828-29,  having  been 
originally  constructed  as  a  gravity  railroad  for  the  shipment  of  coal 
from  the  mines  to  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal.  It  was  on  this 
branch  of  the  Delaware  k  Hudson  that  Stephenson's  "Stourbridge 
Lion,"  the  first  steam  locomotive  to  be  operated  in  America,  made  its 
historic  run. 

Electric  Street  Railways 

If  our  magnificent  street  railway  systems  are  to  maintain  their 
efficiency  and  the  good  service  formerly  rendered,  then  they  should 
be  encouraged  and  freely  patronized  by  the  public.  It  is  fairly  ixnder- 
stood  that  the  struggle  they  are  now  having  is  cansed  by  the  general 
use  of  automobiles.  During  the  year  1929  fourteen  companies  have 
either  merged,  consolidated  or  gone  out  of  business,  mostly  the  latter. 
The  following  figures  will  show  at  a  glance  the  financial  plight  of  the 
companies  reporting :

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FOREWORD

Since  the  record  year  of  1929  the  trend  of  business  and  industry 
throughout  the  United  States  has  been  toward  lower  levels,  and  the  de- 
tailed report  herewith  presented  for  Pennsylvania  shows  that  this 
State  has  been  no  exception  to  the  general  tendency.  Manufacturing 
and  mining  output  in  Pennsylvania  during  1930  is  reported  by  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  at  $6,531,113,220,  a  decline  of  18.4  per  cent  from 
the  record  total  established  in  the  preceding  year.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  industry  declined  only 
5.7  per  cent,  while  the  amount  paid  to  industrial  workers  in  wages  and 
salaries  fell  off  to  the  extent  of  11.9  per  cent.  As  a  result  of  the  smaller 
decline  in  wages  as  compared  with  production,  labor  received  a  some- 
what larger  share  of  the  selling  prices  of  manufactured  commodities 
than  at  the  peak  of  production. 

Considerable  light  may  be  thrown  on  the  trend  of  wage  rates  in  dif- 
ferent lines  of  manufacturing  industry  by  considering  the  percentages 
set  forth  in  some  detail  on  the  last  few  pages  of  this  report,  in  com- 
parison with  similar  figures  for  the  previous  year.    In  all  branches  of 
manufacturing  taken  together,  only  20.9  per  cent  of  male  wage  earners 
employed  in  1929  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  less  than  four  dollars  per 
day,  whereas  in  1930  the  same  wage  group  included  24.1  per  cent  of 
all  male  wage  earners.    At  the  other  end  of  the  wage  scale  the  same 
tendency  toward  lower  wages  is  evidenced  by  a  decline  in  the  number 
and  percentage  of  men  receiving  ten  dollars  and  over  per  day.  For 
female  wage  earners  an  analysis  of  the  wage  reports  shows  similar 
trends,  although  actual  wage  levels  in  this  case  are  substantially  below 
those  for  men.    Thus  the  proportion  of  female  wage  earners  receiving 
under  three  dollars  per  day  rose  from  53  per'  cent  in  1929  to  58.8  per 
cent  the  following  year ;  and  whereas  18.6  per  cent  of  females  employed 
in  industry  were  paid  four  dollars  or  more  per  day  in  1929,  this  per- 
centage had  fallen  to  14.4  in  1930.    These  shifts  towards  lower  wage 
rates,  entirely  apart  from  any  question  of  decreased  employment,  in- 
dicate the  importance  of  Avage  ad.justments  that  have  occurred  in  the 
space  of  a  single  year. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  as  to  which  are  the  leading  manu- 
facturing cities  of  Pennsylvania.  In  order  to  supply  definite  data  on 
this  subject,  we  have  included  in  this  report  a  series  of  tables  showing 
the  relative  rank  in  manufacturing  not  only  of  each  of  the  larger  muni- 
cipalities but  of  each  county  in  the  State.  These  tables  list  the  leading 
Pennsylvania  cities,  from  the  standpoint  of  wages  paid  to  industrial 
v/orkers,  in  the  following  order :   Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Erie,  Read-

ing,  Chester,  JohnstoAvn,  Bethlehem,  AUentown,  York,  McKeesport  and 
Lancaster.  Bach  of  these  cities  had  industrial  payrolls  in  excess  of 
ten  million  dollai-s  in  1930,  and  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  reported 
many  times  that  amount.  The  counties  having  the  largest  manu- 
facturing and  mining  payrolls  after  Philadelphia  and  Allegheny  are: 
Luzerne,  Lackawanna,  Schuylkill,  Delaware,  Westmoreland,  Berks, 
Washington  and  Cambria.  Further  details  on  the  industrial  rank  of 
cities  and  counties  will  be  found  on  page  476  and  following  pages  of 
this  report.

steam  Railroads 

No  other  factor  in  the  nation's  industrial  activities  is  more  essential 
to  the  needs  of  the  people  in  this  era  of  reconstruction  than  trans- 
portation. For  this  reason  the  railroads  of  the  country  should  be 
amply  equipped  and  substantially  financed  for  the  great  service  they 
alone  can  render.  There  is  an  imperative  need  for  an  early  increase 
in  revenues  sufficient  to  permit  the  railroads  to  obtain  new  equip- 
ment sufficient  to  improve  their  carrying  facilities  and  to  meet  the 
generally  increased  cost  of  operation,  to  the  end  that  the  commerce  of 
our  State  and  Nation  may  proceed  in  an  efficient  and  satisfactory 
manner. 

Whatever  strengthens  the  railroads  facilitates  distribution  and  makes 
it  possible  to  increase  supplies  in  response  to  the  demand.  It  is  an 
anomalous  situation  that  in  a  land  of  plenty  like  ours  there  should 
at  times  be  a  scarcity  of  the  necessities  of  life  because  of  an  inade- 
quate system  of  traffic  to  carry  supplies  from  the  points  of  produc- 
tion to  the  centers  of  consumption.  A  glut  of  grain  in  the  granaries 
of  the  West,  or  an  unlimited  supply  of  coal  at  the  mines,  will  not 
benefit  the  American  people  unless  these  essentials  are  brought  with- 
in their  reach,  and  this  cannot  be  done  if  there  is  a  paralysis  of  the 
railroads  sufficient  to  cripple  their  proper  operation.  The  great  work 
of  rehabilitation  now  demanding  the  attention  of  the  people  must 
begin  with  the  proper  equipment  of  the  railroads,  which  are  the 
arteries  of  traffic. 

Comparing  the  preliminary  returns  of  the  railroads  for  the  past 
year  with  those  for  the  year  1929,  as  shown  in  the  body  of  this 
report,  merely  emphasizes  the  depths  of  the  distressful  condition  to 
which  they  hiive  been  reduced  by  the  combination  (as  claimed  by  the 
companies)  of  inadequate  rates,  advancing  wages,  subsidized  compe- 
tition and  the  prevailing  industrial  depression. 

In  response  to  the  President's  call  two  years  ago,  the  railroads 
greatly  increased  their  construction  program,  spending  many  millions 
in  electrification  equipment,  etc.,  tlius  making  a  substantial  contribu- 
tion to  employment.  Because  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  funds, 
they  have  been  faced  with  the  necessity  of  curtailing  many  of  these 
operations,  Avhich  led  them  to  the  belief  that  they  are  entitled  to 
special  governmental  assistance  at  the  present  time.  They  also  claim 
that  the  Federal  laws,  to  say  nothing  of  State  enactments,  have  seri- 
ously hampered  the  earning  power  of  the  railroads,  hedged  about_  as 
they  are  by  restrictions  which  have  prevented  them  from  following 
the  policy  of  other  industries  and  accumulating  surpluses  for  years 
of  depression. 

Further  reductions  have  been  made  in  scheduled  time  of  limited 
trains,  equipment  has  been  added,  though  in  less  amount  than  during 
the  previous  year,  and  some  of  the  roads  have  developed  air-cooled 
dining  cars  and  more  recently  entire  trains  air  cooled.  Co-ordination 
of  train,  motor-bus  and  plane  schedules  continued,  more  day  coaches 
of  a  new  and  comfortable  type  have  been  introduced  and  special  fare

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inducements  made  to  win  back  the  traveler  from  motor  passenger 
service,  and  from  the  expanding  use  of  privately  oM^ned  automobiles. 

Freight  traffic  is  gradually  slackening  its  pace.  Among  various 
items  submitted  in  a  report  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
by  Dr.  M.  0.  Lorenz,  Director  of  its  Bureau  of  Statistics,  emphasis 
is  laid  on  the  fact  that  the  most  gigantic  single  change  m  American 
industry  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  the  development  of  the 
automobile  industry.  This  has  taken  from  the  railroads  a  large 
amount  of  passenger  business  and  the  question  arises  as  to  which 
effect  on  the  railroads  has  been  the  more  important,  the  reduction  in 
passenger  traffic  or  the  large  amounts  in  revenue  derived  by  the  rail- 
roads from  carrying  materials  entering  into  the  manufacture  of  motor 
vehicles  and  materials  used  in  road  building.  These  facts  are  cited 
not  in  any  attempt  to  show  that  the  development  of  the  automobile 
industry  has  been  undesirable,  which,  of  course,  would  be  absurd, 
but  to  call  attention  to  the  effects  that  may  be  produced  upon  the 
railroads  by  diverting  traffic  from  them.  The  diversion  of  passenger 
business  from  the  railroads  has  deprived  them  of  large  earnings,  as 
previously  stated,  with  the  result  that  they  are  now  asking  higher 
freight  and  passenger  rates  to  enable  them  to  earn  a  larger  return 
than  they  otherwise  would  have  required  had  they  not  lost  this

Application  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  for 
the  approval  of  a  charter  for  a  corporation  to  be  known  as  the  United 
Transportation  Company  was  made  in  the  latter  part  of  1930,  spon- 
sored by  four  of  our  principal  railroads  doing  business  in  the  State, 
includhig  the  Pennsylvania,  the  Reading,  the  Lehigh  Valley  and  the 
Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey.  The  purpose  is  to  conduct  supple- 
mentary passenger  and  freight  transportation  in  ten  counties.  The 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  the  Reading  Company  had  previously 
applied  for  charters  for  the  operation  of  buses  in  most  of  the  coun- 
ties of  the  State. 

The  new  move  includes  more  railroads  than  in  the  former  applica- 
tions and  it  leaves  for  future  consideration  such  details  as  routes  and 
schedules.  However,  the  move  is  ]iart  of  the  growing  tendency  shown 
by  the  railroads  of  protecting  themselves  by  competing  with  private 
bus  carriers.  The  Public  Service  Commission  in  this  State  and  similar 
organizations  in  other  States  have  an  intricate  problem  to  solve  in 
dealing  fairly  with  the  railroads  and  with  the  public.  The  railroads 
are  being  hard  hit  by  the  diversion  of  traffic  from  the  rails  to  the 
highways,  and  since  "it  is  generally  agreed  that  the  railroads  are  a 
necessary'  factor  in  transportation  they  should  be  granted  certain 
measures  of  self  protection.  On  the  other  hand,  the  enormous  addi- 
tion to  traffic  which  would  result  from  the  use  of  the  highways  by 
many  additional  cumbersome  vehicles  for  freight  as  well  as  passenger 
transportation  would  necessitate  the  widening  of  highways,  more  dur- 
able construction  and  larger  costs  for  maintenance. 

A  definite  policy  has  not  yet  been  adopted.  It  is  time  to  give 
attention  to  the  subject.  A  fair  proportion  of  the  highway  cost  should 
he  borne  by  motor  carriers,  and  regulations  as  to  speed  and  more 
rigid  rules  covering  other  details  for  safe-guarding  travelers  on  the 
highways  should  be  adopted  and  strictly  enforced.  This  is  a  job  for 
the  Legislature  as  well  as  the  Public  Service  Commission. 
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Railroad  officials  have  evidently  eoine  to  the  conclusion  that  they 
might  as  well  operate  on  a  public  roadbed,  since  others  are  doing  so, 
i1  being  far  cheaper  to  let  somebody  else  pay  the  costs  of  maintenance. 
It  is  rather  difficult  to  see  how  the  situation  can  be  changed.  Nobody 
doubts  the  swath  that  motor  buses  and  automobiles  have  cut  across 
the  passenger  receipts,  more  particularly  of  railroads  and  trolley 
companies  in  interurban  business.  A  passing  glance  on  any  highway 
paralleling  or  covering  the  territory  of  a  steam  railroad  tells  the 
story  adequately.  While  these  huge  trucks  and  buses  are  not  only 
extracting  money  from  the  highways  built  by  and  maintained  by 
taxes  they  are  adding  hazards  to  travel  on  the  public  roads,  to  say 
nothino-  of  the  inconvenience  to  the  motorist  driving  his  private  auto- 
mobile Sooner  or  later  the  State  will  be  gridironed  by  freight  and 
passenger  truck  lines  operated  by  subsidiaries  of  the  steam  roads  pr 
bv  others  It  is  estimated  the  wear  and  tear  on  the  roads  built 
with  public  money  will  be  tremendous.  The  cost  of  upkeep  on  origi- 
nal cost  will  grow,  which  cost  should  be  properly  placed  upon  the 
users  directlv  responsible  for  that  increase. 

The  steam"  railroads  during  1930  began  their  first  real  concerted 
efforts  to  regain  passenger  and  freight  business  which  had  fallen  ott 
in  an  alarming  proportion.  The  struggle  has  continued  m  intensified 
form  throughout  the  past  year,  advertising  by  competing-  forms  ot 
transportation  having  made  necessary  renewed  solicitation  for  freight 
and  special  round  trip  and  excursion  fare  concessions  for  passenger 
traffic 

The  American  railroads  last  year  spent  $300,000,000  for  improve- 
ments in  their  safety  devices.  Although  the  railroads  m  the  United 
States  earned  $440,000,000  less  in  1930  than  in  1916,  their  payrolls

Twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  grade  crossing  accidents  m  the  United 
States  during  1930  resulted  from  motor  vehicles  crashing  into  the 
sides  of  railroad  trains.  .  ^  ^i.

Airplanes  vs.  Railroads 

Many  of  the  leading  railroad  men  have  been  studying  for  some 
time  past  the  possibilities  of  aviation  as  an  adjunct  to  their  carrying 
service,  particularlv  for  passenger  traffic.  Aviation  history  moves  at 
such  a  breathless  pace  that  what  one  may  say  respecting  it  today 
will  be  out  of  date  tomorrow.  We  now  have  transcontinental  air- 
planes carrying  passengers  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  m  24 
hours,  covering  the  distance  at  an  average  speed  of  145  miles  an 
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hour.  This  remarkable  service  is  being  -watched  with  an  appraising 
eye.  Accidents  will  happen,  just  as  they  do  on  the  railroads,  yet  it 
would  react  verj^  unfavorably  upon  many  who  have  not  yet  become 
"air  minded"  if  a  plane  were  lost  while  trying  to  beat  the  ship  of 
a  competing  line  from  coast  to  coast.  It  seems  a  little  early  for 
competitive  campaigns  between  railroads  for  a  place  in  the  sky,  while 
the  innocent  bystander  will  be  constrained  to  hope  that  the  effort 
to  cut  costs  and  time  schedules  does  not  result  in  any  cut  in  the 
margin  of  safety  and  reliability  of  the  new  service. 

Electric  Street  Car  Companies 

Further  evidence  that  street  car  officials  over  the  country  are  be- 
coming conscious  of  the  need  of  going  after  business  came  to  light 
at  and  during  the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Electric  Street 
Railway  Association,  where  the  subject  was  discussed  by  representa- 
tives of  many  of  our  leading  companies. 

With  the  motor  bus  and  the  pleasure  ear,  the  trolley  companies 
have  been  facing  competition  of  the  stiffest  kind.  In  some  instances 
they  have  sought  to  sustain  sagging  revenues  by  appealing  to  the 
Public  Service  Commission  and  in  a  few  instances  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  for  permission  to  increase  rather  than  lower 
fares.  After  a  more  thorough  study  of  the  situation,  the  officials  of 
the  various  companies  are  beginning  to  see  things  in  a  new  light. 
First,  they  feel  reasonably  sure  they  have  seen  their  worst  days; 
competition,  they  think,  cannot  get  worse.  The  program,  therefore, 
is  to  recapture  some  of  these  automobile  passengers. 

Mr.  Leslie  Viekers,  chairman  on  fare  structures,  says  that  fare 
schedules  must  be  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  and  whims  of  varying 
groups  of  persons.  The  casual  rider,  he  says,  should  pay  most,  perhaps 
a  ten  cent  cash  fare  on  electric  cars,  regular  daily  riders  should  have 
tlie  most  reasonable  fares,  possibly  weekly  passes,  providing  unlimited 
riding  for  one  dollar  or  more,  or  cut  rates  for  quantities  of  tokens  or 
tickets.  Nothing  is  more  likely  to  restore  the  old  order  of  things  in 
the  street  ear  business  than  a  complete  realization  that  the  public  must 
be  sold  the  idea  that  it  is  more  economical  and  convenient  to  ride  the 
trolley  than  rubber  tires. 

In  many  localities  tliroughout  Pennsylvania  we  find  the  buses  have 
taken  the  place  of  the  trolley  cars,  yet  in  no  city  having  a  popula- 
tion of  .50,000  or  more  have  we  heard  that  buses  are  used  exclusively. 
It  is  therefore  reasonable  to  assume  that  with  the  combined  use  of  the 
trolley  cars,  trolley  coaches  and  buses  the  difficult  problem  of  taking 
care  of  the  public  in  our  congested  cities  will  be  solved,  at  least  for 
the  present.  Enough  has  been  done  by  electric  street  railways  to  dem- 
onstrate, without  question,  that  it  is  possible  for  the  street  ear  once 
more  to  resume  its  place  and  hold  its  own  in  urban  traffic.  No  one 
factor  can  do  more  to  stimulate  the  morale  of  the  industry  and  to  im- 
prove the  public  attitude  toward  it  than  the  return  of  a  common  con- 
viction by  operators  and  the  public  that  a  modern  street  car  is  not  an 
obsolete  impediment  in  city  traffic  and  that  it  can  move  aggressively 
with  the  traffic  stream. 

Much  of  the  uncertainty  concerning  the  future  of  the  trolley  com- 
panies has  risen  from  the  decline  in  numbers  reporting  each  year  and 
from  reductions  in  street  railway  earnings.    However,  the  fact  must 
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not  be  overlooked  that  the  direct  increase  of  abandonment  during  the 
past  two  years  of  depression  has  been  slight.  A  good  deal  of  publicity 
was  given  to  a  petition  filed  recently  in  the  Dauphin  County  Court  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  cancel  the  charters  of  sixteen 
electric  street  railway  companies.  It  is  worth  pointing  out  that  most 
of  these  companies  were  abandoned  years  ago  and  a  few  had  done 
nothing  at  any  time  other  than  secure  a  charter.  Tlie  move  by  the 
State  was  to  clean  house  by  removing  all  records  of  such  dead  matter 
from  their  boolvs. 

The  saturation  point  of  the  private  automobile  has  been  predicted 
numbers  of  times.  Yet  it  is  probably  true  that  no  one  knows  where 
that  point  is.  Considerable  time  and  space  were  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  trend  of  automobile  purchase  and  usage  by  the  1930  committee 
on  movement  of  vehicles.  A  paragraph  from  the  report  of  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Transportation  and  Traffic  Association  for  the  year  1930 
is  here  repeated: 

"  It  is  too  early  in  the  development  of  the  automobile,  and  facts  are 
too  inadequate  to  draw  definite  conclusions  with  respect  to  the  ultimate 
competitive  effects  of  the  private  automobile  on  collective  transporta- 
tion. It  would  seem  clear,  however,  that  the  period  of  very  rapid  auto- 
mobile expansion,  as  witnessed  during  the  past  decade,  is  drawing  to  a 
close.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  number  of  automobiles  in  use  in 
cities  may  not  steadily  and  very  materially  increase  in  the  future.  The 
implication  is,  however,  that  a  balance  is  being  approached  and  that 
such  increases  as  do  take  place  may  be  in  ratio  to  population  increments. 
The  conclusion  is  that  the  most  severe  aspects  of  automobile  competition 
have  now  been  felt  by  collective  transportation  facilities  with  respect 
to  city  transportation,  and  that  the  future  may  show  a  similar  dis- 
tribution to  that  now  found,  with  some  probable  shifts  toward  collect- 
ive transportation,  with  increases  in  street  congestion  and  with  im- 
proved transportation  methods." 

With  interurban  cars  supplanted  by  buses  in  many  sections  of  the 
country,  and  with  taxicabs  and  city  bus  lines  crowding  out  street 
cars,  the  electric  railway  industry  seems  to  be  more  and  more  a  trolley 
and  bus  industry.  A  glance  at  the  exhibits  at  an  electric  railway  con- 
vention will  assure  one  of  that  fact.  There  is,  however,  a  strong  feel- 
ing that  street  cars  are  the  cheapest,  safest  and  most  effective  means 
of  mass  transportation. 

Community  development  depends  largely  upon  adequate  transpor- 
tation facilities  which  are  positively  essential  to  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  every  community.  All  good  citizens  are  vitally  interested  in  the 
constructive  development  of  their  street  railway  company.  It  serves  the 
people  who  deal  with  you,  who  work  with  you ;  it  serves  your  friends, 
your  neighbors,  your  fellow  citizens.  Your  success  and  your  good  pleas- 
ure depend,  in  no  small  degree,  on  the  ability  of  your  electric  railway 
company  to  serve  those  who  live  and  work  in  your  community.  Famil- 
iarize yourself  with  the  problems  your  local  electric  railway  company 
is  trying  to  solve.  They  cannot  be  solved  without  your  constructive  help 
and  interest.  The  common  aim  of  the  street  car  companies  is  to  make 
it  possible  for  your  city  to  grow,  not  in  size  alone  but  in  resources  and 
attractiveness ;  to  make  for  better  living,  cleaner  living,  higher  living 
for  everyone.  It  is  and  has  been  for  years  past  the  electric  traction  that 
first  of  all,  brings  a  community  into  real  progressive  existence  and 


That  makes  its  expansion  a  possibility.  Furthermore,  it  is  good  business 
for  each  citizen  to  take  a  financial  interest  in  the  great  project.  Every 
home  served  by  an  electric  railway  should  take  sufficient  interest  m 
the  success  of  the  enterprise  to  own,  when  it  is  possible,  at  least  one  of 
its  bonds  or  a  share  or  two  of  stock.  It  appears  as,  though  the  local 
street  railway  should  really  be  owned  by  the  individuals  who  make  up 
the  public.

A  merger  may  be;  defined  as  the  absorption  of  one  of  two  existing 
corporations,  by  the  other  in  such  wise  that  the  absorbed  or  merged 
corporation  ceases  to  exist  as  a  legal  entity,  its  property  passing  to  the 
merging  or  absorbing  company  which  assumes  all  the  merged  corpo- 
ration 's  obligations.  A  consolidation  may  be  defined  as  the  union  of  two 
or  more  existing  corporations  into  a  new  corporation.

Telephone  Companies 

During  the  past  year  we  received  reports  from  264  operating  tele- 
phone companies,  this  number  being  three  less  than  were  reported  in 
1929.  For  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
number  of  companies  reported  due  mostly  to  the  absorption  of  the  small 
companies  by  the  larger  ones.  This  by  no  means  lessens  the  scope  of  the 
telephone  or  its  service,  but  has  rather  enlarged  the  business,  as  the 
following  tables  show.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  telephone  has 
been  one  of  the  foremost  agencies  in  the  development  and  remarkable 
progress  of  this  country  during  the  last  quarter  century,  and  has  by  no 
means  reached  the  limit  of  its  possibilities  either  for  expansion_  or  use- 
fulness. Many  of  our  small  independent  companies  doing  business  in 
the  State  still  continue  to  render  a  most  important  service  to  the  public.

Electric  Companies 

Reports  were  received  dnriug  the  year  from  138  electric  light,  115 
electric  power  and  25  electric  heat  companies.  jMention  is  here  made 
of  the  fact  that  in  the  number  of  electric  light  companies  reported 
many  of  the  heat  and  power  companies  are  included,  as  most  of  the 
laro-er  companies  report  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  electric  light,  heat 
and  power,  thus  the  duplication.  The  above  figures,  however,  show  the 
correct  number  of  companies  or  plants,  as  stated.

Manufactured  Gas  Companies 

Fifty-eight  manufactured  gas  companies  reported  during  the  year, 
or  five'less  than  reported  for  the  same  period  in  1929.  Contrary  to  the 
general  depression  we  find  in  the  reports  filed  a  marked  increase  all 
along  the  line,  as  shown  in  the  following  table :

Natural  Gas  Companies 

The  natural  gas  industry  established  a  new  high  production  record 
in  Pennsylvania  in  1930  with  but  a  slight  increase  in  number  of  com- 
panies. The  average  prices  at  the  wells  declined  during  the  year,  while 
the  capital  invested,  number  of  consumers,  and  revenue  derived  increas- 
ed. 

Speculation  ran  rampant  in  Tioga  County  when  during  the  first  week 
i)i  September  three  new  wells  were  discovered  whose  combined  open 
flow  was  upwards  of  84.000.000  cnbie  feet  per  day.  The  largest  well  was 
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struck  in  Farmingtoii  township  at  a  depth  of  4085  feet,  producing  a 
flow  of  40,000,000  cubic  feet.  Owing  to  the  unusual  depth  of  the  well, 
special  equipment  was  necessary  to  successfully  cap  it,  during  which 
time  it  is  reported  that  excitement  at  Farmington  rose  to  fever  pitch, 
the  roar  of  escaping  gas  keeping  constantly  before  the  minds  of 
landowners  the  fortune  that  is  under  the  ground.  Thousands  of  cars 
parked  near  the  well  to  watch  the  workers  engaged  in  the  work  of  stop- 
ping the  flow,  which  was  estimated  at  $72  00  worth  of  gas  per  minute 
escaping  from  the  temporary  standpipe. 

Open  flow  production  in  the  Tioga  County  field  is  now  estimated 
at  43.8,650,000  cubic  feet  per  day,  making  an  average  production  of 
more  than  23,000,000  cubic  feet  per  day  per  well.  Extensive  prepara- 
tions are  being  made  to  market  this  huge  output.  Eight  of  way  has 
been  secured  for  laying  a  14-inch  pipe  from  the  gas  fields  in  Tioga 
County  to  Williamsport,  a  distance  of  58  miles.  Through  this  pipe 
line  the  company  expects  to  supply  Williamsport,  and  from  there 
through  lines  now  in  operation  service  will  be  extended  to  Muncy, 
Montgomery,  Milton,  Sunbury,  Bloomsburg  and  Danville.

Water  Companies 

The  water  companies,  not  alone  in  Pennsylvania  but  throughout 
the  United  States,  passed  through  a  most  serious  and  troublesome  time 
during  the  year  1930,  due  to  one  of  the  most  damaging  droughts  in  the 
history  of  our  country.  It  has  been  estimated  that  more  than  75  per 
cent  of  all  the  mountain  streams,  which  are  the  feeders  to  nearly  all 
our  water  supply,  were  dry.  Many  towns  depending  on  the  small 
water  companies  were  without  water  or  their  supply  very  much  re- 
stricted, and  farmers  in  many  localities  were  compelled  to  haul  water 
for  their  stock  many  miles.  This  very  unusual  condition  caused  the 
companies  no  little  amount  of  trouble  and  additional  expense  in  the 
extra  precautions  necessary  in  filtration,  etc.
